Such, unfortunately, is the spirit in which the Emperor has 
inaugurated Parliamentary government in Austria, Oa the 
other hand, although the constitutional machinery is, as we have 
said, complete enough, and constructed with a view to take in 
all the nationalities of which Austria is composed, the only 
peoples who have consented to work it are precisely those whom 
it was least intended to affect. Austria proper, Bohemia, and 
Galicia are rejoiced to receive a Constitution from the Emperor's 
hand ; but Venetia and Hungary prefer to have the rights of 
which they have been unjustly deprived, They decline to fill up 
the hundred and forty seats in the Lower House allotted to their 
representatives, Hungary, an ancient kingdom, whose separate 
national rights were gaaranteed to her by the house of Haps- 
burg-Lorraine in solemn treaties, whose Constitution is as old as 
that of England, and is as much the product of time and 
experience, whose population is greater than that of any 
other Austrian domain, and whose resources both for peace 
and war are far superior—Hungary hesitates to surrender 
her historic position as a kingdom in lieu of any octroied 
liberties which the ruthless but baffled exterminator of her pre- 
scriptive and legal rights may, in his difficulties, offer her, She 
declines any favours ; she demands back her own. She has been 
accustomed to govern herself for centuries as a separate inde- 
pendent kingdom, linked to Austria only by dynastic ties, and 
she refuses to regard the violent rupture of her national existence 
perpetrated by the Emperor with the aid of Russian troops in 
1849 as any sufficient reason for her now consenting to be 
governed from Vienna, even by a Parliament in which she may 
have a proportionate number of representatives ; and Transyl- 
vania, Slavonia, and Croatia adhere to Hungary, regarding 
Pesth as a more natural centre of political vitality and power 
to them than Vienna, So that only about half the empire is 
represented in the Reichsrath, The other and more powerful 
half, although invited, stands aloof, holding all historic and con- 
stitutional rights in reserve. 

The Reichsrath was opened with great solemnity, The 
Emperor's speech, read by him, it is reported, with considerable 
animation, was well received by the members of both Houses, 
The Upper House, of which Prince Charles Auersperg is 
President, and which is the nearest approximation that exists 
on the Continent to our own House of Lords, consists of the 
Archdukes of the Imperial blood, seventeen spiritual Peers, 
fifty-five hereditary, and thirty-nine life Peers, The Lower 
House of Representatives resembles the Senate of the United 
States’ Congress in its construction rather than the British 
House of Commons, The members are not directly elected by 
the people, but by the several provincial Diets, and, up to the 
present time, only a hundred and thirty-six have been named 
by those assemblies, Hungary, as we have said, with its 
associated provinces, Transylvania, the Banat, Slavonia, 
Croatia, Venetia, and Istria, having declined to put in any 
appearance at the Reichsrath. The functions of the body are 
tolerably extensive, The two Houses are to participate with 
the Crown in all legislation, to have supreme control over 
the finances of the empire, and the fegulation of the ia- 
direct expenditure, both as to amount and distribution. 
On the whole, if the subjects of the Emperor of Austria were 
what he desires to make them, “ a united and indivisible empire,” 
instead of being distributed into separate and independent 
nationalities, the opening of the Reichsrath might have been 
hailed as laying the foundation-stone of constitutional govern- 
ment in Central Europe. 

We regret that the present aspect of affairs forbids our taking 
so agreeable and rosy-coloured a view of the event, The key- 
stone of the Imperial policy is the retention of Venetia; and, in 
order to its success, the Emperor requires, above all things, men, 
money, and the confidence of his other provinces, Tie 
Reichsrath, as at present composed, may vote him all three ; but 
what will their vote avail, save in the territories which they 
represent? Will Hungary and her sister States submit to the 
conscription, or accept the taxation, imposed upon them by a 
Legislature in which they have already refused to take part? 
They claim for their Diets the sole power of voting the taxes 
to be levied within their respective limits—a power which 
Hungary had legally possessed and regularly exercised for ages 
until it was violently wrenched from her by the Emperor 
in 1849, It is tolerably certain that they will not 
pay the taxes which their own Diet has not consented to levy. 
What will be the consequence ? Already, we are informed, the 
army in Hungary has been largely increased ; General Benedek 
has picked a quarrel with his countrymen, and, as a recent tele- 
gram from Pesth declares, “large bodies of troops have bea 
dispatched to several places in various Comitats to enforce pay- 
ment of the taxes,” This is a state of things which cannot last 
long. The dilemma of Austria is well put by one of our con- 
temporaries :—“If the taxes are not collected in Hungary, 
Austria cannot possibly continue to make anything like its 
present feeble approach to paying its way, while if taxes are col- 
lected by military force the Constitution will soon be discovered 
to be a farce, and will have to be withdrawn, and then there will 
be one more instance of the treachery of the Hapsburgs noted 
up in the memory of their enemies,” 

But, although obliged to confess to our utter want of faith in 
the sincerely liberal intentions of the party which surrounds the 
Emperor, we are not the less favourably impressed by the 
event which has called forth the preceding observations, The 
homage done by despotism to constitutional government in 
Austria is a fact which marks decided progress, Five years ago 
political freedom was scoffed at as a fading tradition all over 
the Continent, and Emperors and Kings assumed to do as they 
pleased, Great Britain was pitied then for inheriting a form of 
government which reduced her to feebleness, and for being 
hampered by a Parliament which necessarily paralysed her 
international vigour. Now, even Austria studies her institutions 
as models, and her statesmen construct facsimiles of them, as 
near as circumstances will allow, for their own country, England 


bas risen during a very brief interval from the depths of foreign 
scorn to the highest pinnacle of admiration, and that, too, with- 
out shifting her policy, or altering her mode of government, 
We are gratified with this unlooked-for tribute to the excellence 
of our political Constitution; and, so far from grudging its 
extension to other empires, there is no consummation we so 
unanimously and heartily desire as that Europe should be 
covered with States as free, as prosperous, as durable, and as 
happy as our own, 





| GREAT INUNDATION AT MONTREAL, CANADA, 


MonTRreat has recently suffered a terrible calamity. The lower part 
of the city has been flooded by a sudden and extraordinary rise of the 
St. Lawrence, causing mach suffering and a loss of property greater, it 
is said, than that occasioned by the great fire of July, 1852. Oa 
Sunday, the 14th of April, a little before daylight, the ice in the river 
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broke up and commenced “shoving.” The water rose gradually all 
day ; by the afternoon it was apparent that the ice was solidly packed 
below the city, and that there would be an unusual flood. During the 
day Lake St. Francis broke up, and sent down an enormous amount of 
com ice in large fields ; this filled the harbour, and blocked up the 
whole river as far as the foot of the Island of Montreal, shoving 
heavily on Longueuil, on Boucherville Island, and on the shallows 
below. During the afternoon the water rose slowly, but after sunset it 
rose with great rapidity. The condition of the population of the 
lower ts of Griffin-town was pitiable. Hundreds who had been 
absent from home, visiting in other parts of the city, found themselves 
cut off from their families, and in a melancholy state of uncertainty as 
to their fate. Those in the immediate district who had not escaped at 
once were driven to the upper stories of the buildings, and in many 
cases the water burst up the floors of the upper stories, Cattle and 
pigs were drowned in great numbers, and many persons were rescued 
with great difficulty from their perilous position. At midnight the rise 
of the water was arrested, but towards daylight the flood increased, and 
before eight o’clock was at its greatest height. From the barracks 
below the Bonsecours-market the water had risen above the revetment 
wall, filling the lower stories of all the warehouses on the city front 
and rising as high as the level of St. Paul-street, a little east of 
Customhouse-square. Thence eastward the land falls gradually, At 
M‘Gill-street the water ran at the level of oine-street ; 
St. Antoine-street, was flooded for a long distance, and ig-street, on 
both sides of the Haymarket ; even the Bonaventure Buildin , nearly 
on the level of Great St. James-street, had three feet of water in the 
cellar. Westward the flood rolled an unbroken stream over the whole 
of Griffintown and the lower _ of the St, Antoine Ward; in the 
College Garden, surrounded by high walls, the water was over ten feet 
deep, the inclosures forming two great resevoirs or docks; the Lachine 
Rail way track was several feet under water, the ties floated up, and the 
line useless, Away as far as the old racecourse was one great lake, in 
places fifteen feet deep, with here and there an oasis of a rising ground, 
The flood extended west as far as the Tanneries; south of St. h- 
street on the river all was under water, north of that line the 
were flooded, as they were also north of a large portion of Craig-street. 
While the greatest misery was suffered in the lower parts of Griffintown, 
where the inhabitants were shut up in the upper stories of the houses, 
the largest losses were, of course, in the warehouses and stores near the 
canal, on Commissioners and Paul streets, and the side streets adjoining. 
The Mayor and Corporation took immediate steps to succour the dis- 
tress in the flooded district; it was navigated with boats, canoes, and 
rafts, and bread and fuel were conveyed to the poor,

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THE House of Commons has “resolved” that the paper duty 
shall cease from the Ist of October. This resolution was agreed 
to after the determined battle on the issue Tea v, Paper had been 
decided, and a majority of 299 to 281 had shown that the 
strength of the Opposition was unequal to the task of dislodging 
a Ministry unfortunate enough not to possess the confidence of 
the Earl of Derby. The subsequent discussions have been less 
dignified, and have partaken more of the nature of a 
wrangle than a debate, and specially should mention be 
made of Lord Robert Cecil, who was so singularly abusive 
that; Mr. Gladstone advised him to reconsider his vocabulary. 
His Lordship expressed his sincere hope that the House of 
Lords would again demolish a Budget, The announcement 
of the intended marriage of Princess Alice was followed 
by the moderate proposal that the sum of £30,000 should be 
voted to her Royal Highness, with an annual allowance of 
£6000, to which no member objected, The serious modifications 
which Lord Cheimaford would make in the Bankruptcy Billjgive 
much dissatisfaction in the commercial world. Lord Kingsdown's 
bill on the subject of wills made by British subjects abroad was 
sent to a Select Committee, after a luminous speech in support 
of the bill from the venerable Lord Lyndhurst, The most 
important exchange of question and answer has been upon the 
American difficulty, and its aspect towards ourselves ; and Lord 
John Russell has stated, although his reply is given with a cer- 
tain reservation, that he considers-that the South is sufficiently 
strong to be regarded as a “ belligerent,” as distingaished from 
a rebel, and that we shall recognise no blockade by the North, 
except an “effective” one, The more difficult ancillary ques- 
tion as to right of search will keep for a short time, but may 
have to be more promptly solved than is expected. 

Up to our writing the American news has comprised details of 
the most alarming character, but no great collision is reported. 
The destruction of several of the finest ships of the Federal Navy, 
in order to prevent their falling intothe hands of the South, is 
the largest operation that has yet taken place ; but the rapid 
arming on both sides, and the intense feeling in the North, 
whence volunteers of the best character are pouring down in 
thousands, and where pecuniary aid is flowing in a torrent into 
the Treasury, seem to promise—let us rather say to threaten— 
events of a sadder character. It would seem that some suggestion 
of English mediation had been made, but only to be scornfully 
rejected, all interference, and especially that of a monarchy, 
being held to be intolerable, It is well simply to record the 
various phases of this portentous struggle, but it is hardly 
possible that the next telegram should not throw all present 
speculation out of date. 

Of miscellaneous incident there is not much that need 
be noted here, Vice-Chancellor Stuart has decided against 
Messrs, Day in the business of the Kossuth notes, which Sir 
John considers us bound to prevent from going into cireula- 
tion to the detriment of the King of Hungary. Appeal is 
lodged, but cannot be heard at present, Lord Normanby has 
been expelled from the Jockey Club at Florence in conse- 
quence of his incessant attacks on, or rather insults to, the new 
system in Italy. The announcement that her Majesty has fixed 
a day, though a distant one, for the next Drawingroom will be 
read with sincere pleasure by thousands who have as much idea 
of ever appearing at her Majesty’s Drawingroom as at that, of 
Queen Pomare, but who have been anxiously looking for news of 
the restoration of the health of a beloved Sovereign. The Duc 
d’Aumale’s highly-flavoured pamphlet has lodged the printerand 
publisher in prison for long terms, with heavy fines besides. The 
Emperor of Morocco has recognised the King of Italy, a fact of no 
great importance in itself, but worth note as showing that the

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EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY, 
[FIRST NOTICE. ] 


‘THe Royal Academy Exhibition o this under circumstances 
of more than po mmf interest. Dering the arene since the closin 
of last year’s exhibition the whole building has been in the hands o 

. Pennethorne, the Government architect, with a view of extending 
and improving its exhibiting capabilities, and the result, so far as the 
portion appropriated to the Royal Academy is concerned, is now before 
the public. The rincipal alteration effested has been in the sculpture 
department, the gloomy cellar to which it was heretofore consigned 
having been removed, and a new and more — apartment, or 
rather suite of three rooms, built in its stead. ‘owards effecting this 
the entrance-hall has been considerably circumscribed in space, 
which has been attended by some modification in the approaches to 
the main floor, where the pictures are displayed. In this department 
a new flight of stairs has been erected, nearer the entrance-door, and 
the ill lighted passage which ran from the stairhead between the north 
and south rooms has been thrown into the former, thus adding to the 
wall space, All these changes, however, we shall explain at more 
length next week, when we shall give engravings of them. 

e exhibition, as a whole, may be perhaps as good—that is, m1y, 
in the aggregate, contain as much of excellence—as many which have 
recently preceded it ; but in point of effect—in that effect which 
leaves a lasting impression on the spectator—it must be declared 
decidedly below the average. There are fewer absolutely bad works 
than usual, many more than usual of merit and promise above the 
ordinary level; but there are also comparatively very few of a class 
which single themselves out from the rest and command universal 
recognition as “ pictures of the year.” In the historical line upon the 
grand scale there is not a single example—scarcely a single work o 
“ gallery” size—which would bear hanging above the line to be 
viewed from the middle of the room—except in portraiture. Of this 
class of contributions we are this year bountifully supplied—in numbe 
and bulk, if not in the intrinsic interest of the subjects—almost beyond 
precedent. In the great room there are no less than forty-five portraits, 
most of them full-length or three-quarter length ; in the middle room 
thirty-one; and in the west room, seventeen; and there are (life-size 
or miniature) some half hundred more in the north and south rooms 
And, when the man of high-art tendencies views this formidable 
display of the human face divine in all the points of vantage in the 
exhibition of the year, let him bear in mind that as things go there is 
nothing else to put up in its — historic art being wholly mono 
polised by the walls of the Palace at Westminster, and the energies of 
the best men of the Royal Academy being so engrossed there that they 
have not time to bestow upon a single canvas for their own exhibition. 
From this and other causes we find, in painting alone, seven Royal 
academicians and three associates wholly unrepresented in the present 
exhibition, whilst the remaining number of the academic body produce 
(portraits included) only 118 pictures between them, out of a total of 
900 and upwards. Supposing the members of the academic body to be 
the best, or, as some would haveit, the only really excellent, artists of the 
day, this circumstance were much to be regretted, and would account 
to a great extent for the falling off which we remark in the general 
attractiveness of the exhibition. On the other hand, there is con- 
solation in the reflection that the throwing open of a large quantity of 
wall space to “outsiders” must tend to develop young and rising 
talent, and to give the public a better idea of the state and prospects 
of art amongst them than could be obtained from an exhibition more 
extensively confined to the academic body. Indeed, looking at the 
aggregate of talent—diplomatised and undiplomatised—in the present 
exhibition, one is tempted to speculate what might be the result in 
Trafalgar-square on some future occasion, if throughout the whole 
preceding year the duties of the academic body had, by the Royal 
will, been wholly employed in decorating the damp and mouldering 
walls of the Westminster Palace, Who knows what might be the 
consequence? Out of evil sometimes comes good. 

Before proceeding to our usual methodical summary of the collection 
this year provided, for which we have not adequate space this week, 
we will point out afew of the works which have attracted the most 
attention, and which most people will look out for when they go to 
the exhibition, and talk about after they have left it. The first place 
in the race for the blue ribbon of the academy must be awarded “a 
dead heat ” between Ward's “ Ante-chamber at Whitehall, during the 
dying moments of Charles IT.” (169), and Faed’s “ From Dawn to Sun- 
set ” (247). And there are many points of close similarity between them 
as to situation and subject, only “ with a difference” as to the working 
out. They are both death-bed scenes: in both the presence of death is 
not shown, but only si and that by a hand peeping out from 
behind a curtain (did Mr, Faed, by-the-way, ever hear of Mr. Ward's 
“leading feature” when he planned his work ?”): in both the materials 
of the picture are the household or family of the dying person, variously 
affected by the solemn event.

Down to the period we are speaking of the position of painters in 
England was very precarious and humiliating. A large proportion 
were consigned to the business of sign-painting (almost every shop 
then had its sign) or carriage-painting; a few who- enjoyed the 
advantage of patronage earned a scanty living 1 erga wes. 
and a few others ventured upon aspirations of high art in histo 
genre, landscape, or other branches which they had no means 0 
putting before the public re throngh the agency of picture-dealers, 
who placed their works in the windows, recommended them to their 
oustomers, sold them and paid for them on such terms as their con- 
aciences dictated, and always studiously concealed from the purchaser 
the very name of the artist. The consequence was that the painter 
was completely in the hands of greedy tradesmen, who ground him 
down to the lowest terms for his works, and left him no hope of future 
fame or increased emolument. Publicity was what the artist wanted 
through all this long period of thraldom ; the sympathy of the public 
which would at once ise his merit and reward him according to 
his deserts. Let artists o' oe ee academicians and others, 
who superciliously deny the right of the public to judge in matters
